Power Compromise 


in Oklahoma Has 


Meaning for Us 


A press release to this office last 


night from the Southwestern Pow- 
J*r. Administration, U. S, Depart- 
Jrnent of the Interior reports under 
a Ta'sa (Okla.) dateline that the 
fedei al agency has entered into a 
contract with the Public Service 
Company of Oklahoma and 
the 


Oklahoma Gas & Electric Co.. Con- 
tinues the federal announcement: 


"Secretary of the Interior Oscar 


L. Chapman stated that the con- 
tract will eliminate the current 
need for 
proposed 
government 


^ransmission lines in the area serv- 
'wfed by the Oklahoma companies,and 


will allow hydro-electric 
energy 


from government dams to flow in- 
to the electric companies' network. 


"It will also supply firm power 


to the government's customers in 
Oklahoma through the integration 
of the hydro facilities of the gov- 
ernment and the steam plant ener- 
gy of the companies. 
Secretary 


Chapman pointed out that the con- 
tract specifically 
protects 
the 


fights of all power users of public 
l.lknver." 


To the extent that the government 


announcement discloses details of 
the federal-private power agrce- 
Tient, I am for it. 


What all of us in these parts are 


thinking about, of course, is the dis- 
posal of hydro-power from the new 
generators at the Narrows Dam, 
Murfreesboro, about 50 air miles 
from Hope. We'd like to see the 
Hope municipal plant system cut 


C0into this source of cheaply-gener- 


ated power. 


It's absurd to demand federal ex- 


penditures for absolutely 
every 


phase of an electric system. Once 
the government has built a dam 
and generating plant there is no 
reason wny existing private trans- 
mission lines, or 
extensions 
of 


same, can't take care of distribu- 
tion — the .wholesale end of dis- 
tribution, that is. 


.. Thus, federal power 
generated 
'."at the Narrows dam might pass in- 


to the private lines of either South- 
western Gas & KJectric Co., or Ar- 
kansas Power & Light Co. and be 
distributed to both private and pub- 
lic retail systems — notable among 
them being the municipal plants of 
Hope and Prescott. 


Every municipal plant should 


be required by law to maintain at 
least standby power 
connections 


with some interconnected system, 


j.from the viewpoint of'public safe- 
l- ty; and from a rate-making view- 


point it is profitable for any steam- 
powered generating plant to actual- 
ly buy a portion of hydro-power at 
certain periods of the year. 


To be able to conduct such nego- 


tiations with another publicly-own- 
ed system such as the generating 
plant at Narrows Dam means a 
great deal to a muncipal plant like 
ours. There is greater public con- 
fidence than would be the case if 


41 we had to deal with private pow- 


sr companies only. 


Now is the time for the City of 


Hope to look into the Narrows Dam 
electric supply matter — especially 
in view of the arrangement just 
concluded between the Department 
of the Interior and the Oklahoma 
private transmission lines, which 
sstablishes a pattern for proced- 
ure everywhere,

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Americans 
Army Chiefs Back From Korea 
Say Troops Doing Well, It 
Will Come Out All Right

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Washington, July 15 — (JP) — The 


chiefs of staff of the army and air 
force flew back from Korea today 
with the word that "our. troops are 
doing damn well there, and every- 
thing will come out all right." 


Their return from the war the- 


ater was expected to 
speed 
up 


President Truman's 
decision on 


what to do about mobilizing Amer- 
ican resources. 


Gen. J. Lawton Collins, army 


chief, stepped off the plane with 
Gen. Hoyt S. Vandenberg, air force 
chief, in a driving rain at 7:35 a.m. 
(EST) at the military airport, af- 
ter a four and a half day flying 
trip to Japan and the Korean bat- 
tle front. 


Collins told newsmen that "you 


know more about what has hap- 
pened in the last 24 hours then we 
do." It was he who expressed the 
optimistic summary of the situa- 
tion in the war area. 


Neither general would say any- 


thing about the nature of the rec- 
ommendations they will make as 
to stepping up support for 
the 


American fighting the Communists 
in South Korea. 


The army and air force chiefs 


left Washington Monday night with 
the announced intention of finding 
out on the spot how best the de- 
fense department and armed serv- 
ices could support Gen. Douglas 
McArthur's elements in Korea. 


Collins 
and Vandenberg were 


expected to report immediately to 
Secretary of Defense Johnson and 
Mr. 
Truman. 
Recommendations 


from the Pentagon to the White 
House on calling up some nation- 
al guard and organized 
reserve 


units may follow shortly. 


Meanwhile the state department 


is urging the White House to move 
quickly on marshalling more of the 
nation's industrial resources —both 
to bolster the Korean campaign for 
the long pull and to strengthen 
America's total 
military 
power 


against the possibility of other cri- 
ses. 


The defense department is re- 


ported planning a greatly expand- 
ed military 
program to accom- 


plish the same purposes. 


Evidence that action along these 


lines may be forthcoming prompt- 
ly came from two members 
of 


congress. 


Senator Robertson (D-Va.) told 


the senate yesterday the admin 
istration may ask for an addition 
al $6,000,000,000, partly to finance 
operations in Korea and partly to 
reinforce the country's military 
might generally. While some 
ad- 


ministration circles said 
the re- 


quest won't run that high, the fig- 
ure was expected to be fairly sub- 
stantial.

Thomas, who heads the senate 


military appropriations s u b com- 
mittee, told a reporter 
he

been advised the estimates on new

available before next Friday, 
at 


ihe earliest. 


Although Thomas said no final 


'igures had been agreed upon, Sen- 
ator Robertson (D-Va) 
told 
the 


senate yesterday he had h e a r d 
that the administra'tion will 
ask 


for $6,000,000,000 to pay and equip 
the men, and build the p l a n e s 
and tanks needed to defeat 
the 


North Koreans. • 


This figure was immediately dis- 


counted in administration circles, 
although Senator Lyndon Johnson 
(D-Tex) told reporters he expects 
a request for "a large amount." 


The Texan said he had been as- 


sured that the call will go 
out 


soon ,for mobilazition of the na- 
tional guard and summoning 
to 


active duty certain specialists in 
the organized reserves. 


Johnson, a member of the sen- 


ate 
armed 
services 
committee, 


emphasized that the need is not for 
massed manpower for. the Korean 
fighting,' but specialists.- In' tKTs 
connection, he said the a r m ed 
services have 
enough pilots on 


hand but need ground maintenance 
crews.

A congressional official who de- 


clined to be quoted by name said 
present plans call for putting four 
U. S. divisions into action in Ko- 
rea. 
Funds estimate given to the senate 
by Robertson — which he

reporters was merely a se c o n d 
hand report from another senator 
—apparently took in not only the 
Korean fighting but plans for a 
military build-up in -anticipation of 
Communist outbreaks that

New York —(/P)— Even the blind 


and the halt among Amerira's 
veterans want to help their coun- 
try in the Korean crisis. 


Disability hasn't dimmed 
their 


sense of patriotic duty. 


This observation comes from a 


lady who works for the veterans 
administration in B o s t o n . She 
wrote me a letter on how veter- 
ans feel about the present 
situa- 


tion in the Far East, and I think 
it is worth passing on, because I 
feel it is typical. 


"Here in Boston," 
she 
wrote, 


"We have a number of amputees, 
several blind veterans and others 
with more or less serious disabili- 
ties, helping other veterans 
with 


their problems. We also 
ha v e 


many men who have seen 
serv- 


ice in both world wars. 


"Most of them hate the idea of 


more fighting. Most of them feel 
that war is not inevitable. Not 
one of the men — or svomen—I've 
talked to wants to go back in seiv- 
ice, if it's posssible to avoid it. 


"However, they all 
think that 


Korea is a testing ground, and that 
the United States is perfectly right 
in backing up its promises with 
force. Most of them feel that if 
it develops into World War II — 
well, better now than later. 


"Most of them are ready to go 


back into service, if the govern- 
ment says they're needed — and 
that includes the amputees and the 
blind vets, who feel they can be 
of use behind the lines, just 
as 


they are of importance now to the 
veterans 
administration because 


of their training aod experience 
and because of their undersigu4- 


ing of the difficulties encountered 
by other disabled veterans. 


"The fact that these men—and 


women — are not rushing to re 
cruiting offices to sign up for an 
other hitch doesn't mean a thing. 
Most of us 
have 
responsibilities 


that we didn't have ten years ago. 
We're all older, and we 
know 


only too well that war isn't a pic- 
nic. That also, by the way, seems 
to be the attitude of most 
of the 


kids who are signing up. 


"The reason a lot of them don't 


follow the stories of the Korean 
fighting too closely is that 
they 


know too much about fighting— 
first-hand. They don't talk about 
the news for the same reason a 
family watching one of its mem- 
bers die of cancer doesn't talk loo 
much about the victim's agony. 


"It doesn't mean a lack of sym- 


pathy or interest — just a realiza- 
tion that talk is cheap, and ac- 
tion is what counts'" 


I think this woman's letter — 


she requested that I not use her 
name — sums up the way most 
Americans, old or young 
feel to 


day about Korea. 


There is a great yearning 
for 


pease, a great wish that the is- 
sue raised by the North Korean 
invasion had never arisen. 
But 


there is also a full-hearted deter- 
mination to see that issue through, 
because what we stand for as a 
people is at stake. 


Somehow, I wish Joe Stalin in

May Have to 
Evacuate Says 
Congressman 


Harrisburg, Pa., July 15 — (#) — 


Rep. James E. Van Zandt (R-Pa) 
said today the United States "may 
have to evacuate Korea, in the 
next 72 hours." 


Van Zandt, a member of 
the 


house armed forces committee and 
the joint atomic energy commit- 
tee, made 
the 
statement 
in a 


speech before the Pennsylvania con- 
vention of the Veterans of Foreign 
Wars. 


"It is possible we may stand up 


and fight for the port of Pusan, 
or Normandy will be repeated," 
Van Zandt declared. He referred 
to the amphibious operation nec- 
essary during World War Two 
when U.S. and Allied armies re- 
turned to the European continent. 


Later, Van Zandt told a report- 


er he based his opinion on the 
grounds that the Kum river is tha 
last natural barrier 
against the 


Communist troops. 


At the same time, he said that 


his 
prediction of the 
imminent 


evacuation is entirely his own 
thinking and is not based 
upon 


recent information from Washing- 
ton. 


"It was generally agreed, how- 


ever, in Washington last 
week," 


Van Zandt said, "that if the Com- 
munists cross the Kum river 
in 


force we would have to get 
out 


of the country (Korea)." 
Lie Awaits 
Reply to 
All Out Plea 


Lake Success, July 15 — (/P) — 


America and the rest of the United 
Nations watched 
anxiously 
to- 


day for replies from 
52 U. N. 


members to Secretary Trygve Lie's 
call for all-out fighting aid to stem 
the Red invation of South Korea. 


Lie expressed his concern over 


the U.N. situation in Korea 
at a 


press conference yesterday. 
He 


made it clear he expects every one 
of the U.N. menrtbers except the 


i dissenting Soviet bloc and Com- 
munist Yugoslavia to help turn 
back the North Korean Reds and 
restore peace in that divided land. 


Lie does not expect troops from 


every one of the 52 countries. Costa 
Rica, for instance was not asked 
because, one U.N. official said, the 
country's constitution forbids 
an 


army. However, they all are ex- 
pected to chip in some supplies 
and other evidence of aid. 


India, whose delegate recently 


told newsmen that India could not 
send troops to Korea, was among 
those asked directly for soldiers. 


Arab countries also were asked 


for help, although observers here 
differed as to the extent of their 
support of the security council res- 
olution calling for all measures to

Car Industry 


War Weapons 


Detroit, July 15 — (IP) — The 


auto industry 
right 
now has no 


armament work growing out of the 
Korean war. 


It is ready to put all its indus- 


trial might into a war job if the oc- 
casion requires. But it first must 
know precisely what its 
various 


plants will be asked to build. 


Until that time comes the car 


manufacturers 
are 
making 
no 


changes in their 
short-term or 


long-range planning. They are con- 
tinuing their plans to maintain 
high level peacetime employment 
and proceeding with preparations 
for 1951 model car 
introductions 


later this year as originally sched- 
uled. 


Such are the replies of virtual- 


ly every automobile maker to num- 
erous inquiries as to what effect 
the Asiatic situation may have on 
their peacetime 
production pro- 
grams. 


It is true that just about every 


automobile plant has been sur- 
veyed to determine what kind of 
arms production it best is fitted 
for. It is also true the closest pos- 
sible liaison is being maintained 
between auto industry and 
mili- 


tary procurement. 


But. 
industry 
executives say, 


what eventually is needed may be 
entirely different from what les- 
sons of the 
altswar might indi- 
cate. 


Out of all the preliminary studies 


and the experiences following Pearl 
Harbor would come a speedier con- 
version than was possible in . the 
early days of the last war. 


At the same time arms work is 


vastly different 
from what the 


auto factories currently are doing. 
It would take weeks to tear out 
peacetime' conveyors and 
assem- 


bly lines. It would take weeks, too, 
to build and install wholly differ- 
ent types of machine tools required 
for armament production.
